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STEAMER SINKS 


IN NILE RIVER, 


150 DROWNED

Cairo, Egypt, April 9—A large number of 
passengers 
were 


drowned last night when a Nile ferry excursion steamer sank after 
n collision with another steamer, the accident 
happening at 
the 


Great Dam, 15 miles from Cairo. 


The steamer sunk almost imn'.efliately 
and 
the passengers 


\vcre thrown into the water. Many were rescued by the steamer 
lhal rammed the vessel, but many more sunk to death beneath the 
Balers of the Kile. There were 3M aboard the sunken steamer and 
;t is impossible to tell how many lives were lost but the death list 
.s known to have been heavy, possibly over 150. 


Many were rescued after clinging for hours to bits of wreck- 


3ZC and floating about the river. 


The fei-ry w&s bound from old Cairo to Ghizeh across the riv- 


er. There were 300 aboard when she left the wharf. About the 
center of the river the ferry collided with another vessel turning 
completely over and carrying the passengers into the river. Res- 
cuers have succeeded in recovering the bodies of 20 of 
the 


drowned. 
The authorities estimate that there are nearly 200 yet 


missing.
